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ENVIOUS CONGRATULATIONS 


Cousins of the chemical industry, the producers 
of paints and varnishes, have crowned a notable 
year in their business with the most remarkable 
gathering of manufacturers that has been held 
during 1922. The past twelvemonth has recorded 
the greatest volume of paint and varnish sales. 
The convention of all allied paint and varnish 
interests in Atlantic City, last week, broke all 
records not only for attendance, but also for the 
number and the diversity of firms represented. Such 
accomplishments compel admiration and e¢all forth 
sincere congratulations. 

Envy is not a pretty sentiment to mix with 
praise, Yet there must be some tincture of it when 
we of the drug and chemical field read of record 
sales and a record convention. But even envy 
may become an inspiration, when we learn how 
these records have been made. 

From President Trigg to the least conspicuous 
visitor, everyone at the paint and varnish meeting 
was quick to credit both accomplishments to co- 
operation. Co-operation has put over the ‘‘Clean 
Up and Paint Up”’ and the ‘‘Save the Surface’’ 
campaigns. These co-operative selling plans have 
increased the consumption of paints and varnish, 
and they were the mainspring behind the gigantic 
combined convention. Co-operation has welded many 
factions and different interests into a solid organ- 
ization that reaches the general public and that is 
binding to the common cause the manufacturers, 
the dealers, the master painters and the journey- 
men and also the makers of brushes, cans, grinding 
and mixing machinery, oils, pigments and what not. 

We of the drug and chemical industry can afford 
to be a little envious of the paint and varnish 
allies, if our envy will prompt us to emulate their 
good example. To sell the American nation on 
the importance of chemicals is a greater task than 
to sell the idea of saving the surface, but we are 
a bigger industry and the rewards would be greater. 
A revivified, more representative chemical exposi- 
tion: as the nucleus of a chemical Congress is a 
definite and tangible object for this envy to fix 
upon. 

In, the meantime let us not overlook the brains 
and the money, supported by a great. vision, backed 
by hard work which put across the record year 
for the paint and varnish industries. Their leaders 
are to be congratulated sincerelv and highly praised. 





EFFECT OF CAR SHORTAGE 


The shortage of refrigerator and box cars has 
become acute in some sections of the country, and 
cold weather will make the situation worse. On 


the first of the month the shortage amounted to 
180,000 cars, a new high record, comparing un- 
favorably even with the high record of Sept. 1, 
1920, which registered a shortage of 146,000 ears. 
Business may be waiting on price readjustment 
to some extent, but the majority of active, going 
concerns seem to be waiting for cars and ignoring 
the price question at present. 

The transportation facilities in the coal district 
are also of great concern to business. Without 
adequate supplies of coal many industries will be 
obliged to curtail production, now being enlarged, 
to meet the increasing demand by consumers in all 
sections of the country. The situation reminds us 
forcibly of the days in 1918 when the Government 
was obliged to take over the railroads in order to 
make an efficient distribution of rolling stock to 
meet industrial demands for raw materials and 
fuel, and for cars to make deliveries of finished 
products. 

The West is calling for cars to ship grain for ex- 
port, and the farmer is unable to realize on his 
crops until he can market them. The situation 
may cause a temporary halt in the general im- 
provement that is in evidence, but the upward 
trend of business will continue in spite of dis- 
couraging setbacks. More than a million cars are 
loaded with freight each week, almost a maximum 
record, and exceeding the record when the Gov- 
ernment operated the roads during the war. This 
is proof enough that business is improving, but at 
terrific eost, as Secretary Hoover points out, the 
loss through shortage of transportation facilities 
every year being greater than the cost of running 
the Government. Such conditions dwarf produc- 
tion and affect prices by introducing the element 
of speculation into distribution. 





FOREIGN TRADE FIELD DAYS URGED 


With the revival of industries in countries that 
suffered heavy losses by reason of the restrictions 
on foreign trade during the World War, the demand 
abroad for chemicals is increasing, and imports 
of raw materials used in chemical manufacturing 
hiave increased, also, to a very noticeable degree. 
The predictions made by opponents of the Tariff 
bill that our foreign trade would suffer, because 
countries could not find a market here for their 
goods owing to the high duties, have not come true. 
Belgium, which necessarily is dependent upon for- 
eign trade in its leading products, is shipping 
glass to Pacific Coast ports of the United States 
and underselling Eastern glass companies, owing 
to the higher rates by rail from Pittsburgh and 
other glass manufacturing centers. The tariff is 
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barely sufficient to offset low rates from Europe to 
ports in the East, and fails utterly to protect the 
Western market. 

All indications are favorable for expanding our 
foreign trade. The world needs American wheat 
and flour; American automobiles are in demand in 
every country on the globe where pleasure vehicles 
and trucks are sold; American cotton is a neces- 
sity in England and Germany, and our exports 
of cotton goods are growing steadily ; while Amer- 
ican machinery continues to gain in popularity 
wherever manufacturing is done. 

In spite of sharp competition in drugs, chemicals 
and dyes offered by Germany, England and France, 
a steady increase in chemical exports is reported 
by the Department of Commerce. Competition 
is felt in China where local manufacturers are pro- 
ducing acids at prices that have seriously affected 
American sales, but other chemicals are in good 
demand and the field for American products is 
steadily widening. In Argentina French perfum- 
eries and soaps have the lead at present. In Japan 
the Germans are able to sell dyestuffs to the ex- 
clusion even of domestic colors owing to the low 
prices made by the German Kartel to regain the 
market lost during the war. Japan’s market in 
China for dyes of all kinds is also affected seriously 
by the competition of the Germans whose sales- 
methods include instruction in the use of the 
colors and a thorough study of the consumers’ 
needs. 

With conditions in foreign markets generally 
favorable, however, the Department of Commerce 
is lending its facilities to a movement for ‘‘For- 
eign Trade Field Days,’’ with a view to interesting 
industrial centers in expanding old and develop- 
ing new markets abroad for American goods. The 
first of these conferences will be held at Cleveland 
on Dee. 5, and the Department of Commerce will 
send trade commissioners who have lately returned 
from foreign fields, chiefs of the various divisions 
of the Department of Commerce, and commodity 
experts to discuss conditions and point out the 
opportunities to market abroad the products manu- 
factured in the Cleveland zone. It is hoped that 
other cities will follow Cleveland’s lead, and make 
full use of the resources of the Department in 
developing new markets. 





The gain of some 165 seats in Congress at the 
recent election by avowed ‘‘wets,’’ may change 
the attitude slightly of those who are intent upon 
forcing through further drastic restrictions upon 
denatured alcohol. Not that there is any definite 
connection between a ‘‘wet’’ and’ industrial alco- 
hol, but with a materially ‘‘wetter’’ Congress, the 
President may see fit to change his mind in the 
matter of Prohibition Commissioners. The chem- 
ical industry does not favor booze, but, on the 
other hand, it does very strongly object to being 
the play-toy of a gang of rabid non-chemical! pro- 
hibitionists. ‘ 


The Labor Bureau, New York, which issues a 
review of the labor market, monthly, to keep labor 
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unions advised of the trend of affairs, says a labor 
shortage is beginning to develop. Commenting on 
the improvement in industrial conditions the Bu- 
reau says “‘the bargaining power of labor is in- 
creased and wages in more occupations have begun 
to move upward.’’ The Bureau attributes the 
shortage to the open shop movement and restrictive 
immigration laws. Manufacturers might as well 
prepare now for the strike season, which has be- 
come as firmly established on the industrial calendar 
as the regular legal holidays. 


If it takes the New Zealand kaurf pine tree a 
thousand years to mature and produce the gum 
used in making high-grade automobile varnish, 
how long will the pure product last?

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Menthol Shortage Sends Prices Skyward 





Sharp Advances in New York Market Caused by Delays in Receiving 
Shipments En Route From Japan 


MENTHOL

WO decidedly different ideas, regarding the cause 

of the current spot shortage of menthol, were 

obtained, when various prominent factors in the 
trade were consulted. One concern said that a general 
tie up in transportation at the Pacific Coast and 
throughout the United States kept goods out of the 
New York market until it had become bare. Steam- 
ship service at the coast was unexpectedly delayed 
and it has been almost impossible to bring goods over- 
land owing to the rail congestion. Menthol said to 
have been shipped from Japan to the particular firm 
in question, on Aug. 16, which usually reaches New 
York in forty-five days, is still en route. 

Another factor in the spot market had reasons for 
the acute shortage of material, which differed radically 
from those mentioned above. According to this view 
certain parties in this country sought to depress the 
Japanese market by withholding orders. As the stock 
of spot menthol grew smaller and as the consumers 
became more active the price started to rise. Buyers 
rushed into the market with double their usual require- 
ments and a flood of orders were cabled to Japan. 
England, contrary to expectations, followed the same 
course and added to the excitement already prevailing 
in that country. 

Whatever the cause of the sudden concerted action, 
the fact remains that refiners in the Orient tightened 
up at once. They withdrew offerings in most cases 
and advanced their prices sharply in others. Upon 
learning of the situation in the United States and Eng- 
land, Japanese farmers refused to sell their crude ma- 
terial. An association, fostered by the Government, 
lends financial aid to the farmer, against his crop pros- 
pects. Holders of mint oil have evidently taken ad- 
vantage of the support offered and appear to be in a 
strong position. 

Another reason for the shortage of menthol in this 
country and in the Orient is contained in the figures 
on the annual Japanese peppermint crop, dating from 
1912, given out by the office of Kobayashi in Japan. 
The crude oil production for the past decade was dis- 
tributed as follows:

The totals for the past few years have evidently 
been lower than for any previous period and supplies 
have not been allowed to accumulate. 

Supplies on the Way 

Prominent factors in the trade believe that enough 
material is en route and nearby to ease the market con- 
siderably. Within two weeks, barring accidents, the 
spot shortage will be relieved to some extent, as about 
280 cases of menthol are expected. According to in- 
siders there will probably be a surplus in New York 
the latter part of December. A break in the price is 
looked for early in 1923 by some dealers. 

Of the nearby goods, thirty cases are believed to be 
in freight yards just outside New York. Eighty cases 
are expected by one seller this week. About fifty cases 
are en route between Buffalo and New York. Approx- 
imately fifty more cases are also coming overland. Sev- 
enty-five cases which arrived at the Pacific coast on 
the President Grant were split into two shipments of 
fifty and twenty-five cases éach, the smaller lot being 
immediately expressed out of Seattle, and the larger 
shipment put aboard the Dakotan, due here within 
two weeks. é 

Besides the 280 cases now in this country and en 
route for New York, there are known to be at least 
100 cases on the way from Japan. Over 300 cases are 
said to have been booked by one concern for Novem- 
ber-December shipment and from fifty to 100 for Jan- 
uary shipment. The sum total is about 800 cases, which 
ought to exert some effect on the market, coupled with 
other lots, in reference to which little information is 
available. 

Menthol Price History 

The present activity in this restless article recalls the 
sharp series of advances during this same period in 
1919. The market had been quiet enough at $5.50@ 
$6 Ib up to July of that year, when the first bullish 
note was sounded. From then until late December and 
early January prices advanced steadily. When the peak 
was reached, prices were about $13.50, although as 
high as $14.25 had teen paid. From then until June, 
1921, the market dropped steadily. In December, 1920, 
the price was down to $4.35 and in June, 1921, it 
reached the lowest level, $3.75. During the decline 
Druc & CHEMICAL Markets published an editorial out- 
lining the situation as follows: 

“The belief has been expressed that the statistical 
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position of menthol does not justify the present low 
prices, and this po.nt of view is well substantiated by 
evidence submitted through dis:nicrested parties both 
here and in Japan. The chief cause of the break in 
menthol prices has been the unbridled speculation 
which has run riot in Tokyo, London and New York 
for the past year or so. With the tightening up of 
money conditions and the withdrawal of support by 
banks in the calling of commodity loans, menthol has 
been thrown on the market at prices below the real 
value as based on the law of supply and demand. The 
high prices asked throttled buying down to an abso- 
lute minimum and the whole situation developed into 
a ‘waiting race’ between sellers and consumers. The 
banks crystallized the matter when they began forc- 
ing holdings on the market by calling speculative 
loans.” 


Since June, 1921, when values were lowest, $3.75tb., 
there has been a sustained upward trend. With the ex- 
ception of a short period in May, 1922, when the price 
was cut to $5.50 in competition, and a similar period 
in September of this year, prices have advanced 
steadily. During the month of August the price stood 
at $6.25, and the market was quiet. About the first of 
September the arrival of a small lot consigned to out- 
side sellers caused three or four weeks of price activity 
when figures were juggled back and forth between 
$6 and $6.25 lb. The first intimation of spot scarcity 
was given on Oct. 11, when the price jumped to $7. As 
the situation grew worse further advances were made 
and $8 was quoted Nov. 13. Consumers and distribu- 
tors of less case goods have steadily increased their 
demands until on Nov. 16 $9 was asked. During this 
week the price may see $10, say important spot fac- 
tors. 

When sellers in this country cease their frantic 
cabling for supplies, the situation may reverse itself, 
according to general ideas. Menthol’s future course 
depends partly on how much material has been con- 
tracted for and when shipment is made. Its future 
will be determined fairly well when ample material is 
available on spot and is lodged in competitive hands. 

The factors in the matter are these. The New York 
market is now experiencing an acute spot shortage and 
sharply higher prices. Whether these developments 
resulted from shipping difficulties or from faulty play- 
ing the market is another question which does not 
enter into the situation further. This condition in the 
United States was rapidly transmitted to the refiners 
in Japan, who, upon turning to purchase raw material 
from the farmer, found him also aware of condtions 
in the consuming market, and consequently holding 
his mint oil for higher figures. When enough of the 
material en route reaches this market to fill accumulat- 
ed orders, and leave a surplus, the bottom will prob- 
ably fall out from highly inflated values.

CAR SHORTAGE AFFECTS PRODUCTION 
AND PRICES, SAYS SECRETARY HOOVER 


Loss Caused by Lack of Transportation Greater than 
Cost of Running the Government, Says Secretary 
of Commerce—Injects Element of Speculation into 
Distribution of Products

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—Herbert Hoover, 
Secretary of Commerce, says in his annual report 
that the car shortage is a tax upon business greater 
than the cost of Government.. He discusses the effect 
upon prices, upon industry in regard to shortage of 
coal, and upon production, saying in part: 

“Our transportation, facilities have lagged far be- 
hind the necessities of the country. Progress has been 
made in their restoration from the demoralization of 
war but our rolling stock, our trackage, and many 
of our terminals are unequal to our needs. Some in- 
creases in equipment have been made during the past 
year; yet they are entirely insufficient as the result of 
long-continued financial starvation. The deficiency in 
transportation finds its visible expression in car short- 
age; and while the recent strike has temporarily ag- 
gravated the situation, the trouble is far more deep- 
seated. Except during periods of business depression 
or strikes there has been continuous car shortage to 
some degree for the last six years. Furthermore, car 
shortage reaches its most acute stage during the four 
or five months of peak load in the fall and early 
winter. 

“Railway cars are the red blood corpuscles of com- 
merce, and we suffer from commercial anemia every 
year, because they are starved. The losses through 
short transportation are a tax upon the community 
greater than the cost of our Government, because such 
a shortage not only stifles the progress of production 
and introduces speculation into distribution, but it also 
seriously affects price levels. No better instance 
exists than the lift in the price of coal by over 300 
per cent in 1920 when there was no strike, and over 
60 per cent in 1921, after production following the 
strike had been resumed. In both cases the mines 
could have produced 30 per cent more coal, and if the 
railways could have transported even 20 per cent more, 
then prices would have been normal. Furthermore, 
this very shortage is one of the most deep-seated 
causes of the instability in the bituminous industry 
and its recurrent strikes. The car shortage also directly 
affects farmers, because in every car shortage period 
a price differential on grain below the Liverpool price 
(and yet in excess of the railway rates and handling 
costs) sets in of from 5 to 15 cents per bushel. The 
losses to live-stock growers are very great because 
of the necessity to feed stock beyond the fattened 
stage. And there are regularly great losses in fruit 
and vegetables because of the lack of refrigerator cars. 

“The management of our principal railways today, 
by all the tests of administration, of load factors, of 
mechanical efficiency, etc., is the most efficient trans- 
portation machine in the world so far as it is not 
limited by causes beyond the managers’ control. 

“There can be no question that action in some 
direction is imperative, if industry and commerce are 
not to be further strangled by a shortage in transpor- 
tation. Whatever may have been the sins of railway 
finance in the last generation, we are not only suffer- 
itg from them, but we have maintained an attitude 
of bitterness in our public relationship to our railways 
for which we pay thrice over in prevention of their 
proper development.” 
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Salesmen Report on Chemical Show 





Preliminary Report of the Exposition Committee Read 
at Chemists Club Meeting Tuesday Night—Purposes 
of Show Analyzed and Tabulation of 350 Suggestions 
Made—Herty and Walters Discuss Dyes as Chem- 
ical Products 
What 350 American manufacturers of chemicals and 

chemical equipment think is wrong with the method 

of conducting the Chemical Exposition in addition to 
their suggestions for improving the show was the basis 
for a report presented by the Exposition Committee 
at the second monthly meeting and dinner of the New 

York Chapter of the Salesmen’s Association of the 

American Chemical Industry, held Tuesday evening, 

Nov. 14, at the Chemists‘ Club, New York. A tabula- 

tion of the views of the industry in regard to “shows” 

in general, revealed some rather startling composite 
opinions. The report of the Exposition Commit- 
tee follows: 

“Last September the Salesmen’s Association was in- 
vited to name a director of the Chemical Industries 
Exposition Co. which proposed to conduct a co-oper- 
ative exposition under the management of Adriaan 
Nagelvoort. Your Executive Committee unanimously 
agreed that two chemical expositions were not for the 
best interest of the chemical industry. It was felt that 
the constructive work would be done for the commor 
good if this Association, as a disinterested party, in- 
vestigated carefully the question whether the proposed 
co-operative show or the exposition, conducted dur- 
ing the past eight years under the management of F. 
W. Payne and Charles F. Roth for the International 
Exposition Company, offered the best chance of a 
successful show for the good of the industry. 

“This committee was therefore appointed and first 
canvassed our members and exhibitors at the last show 
for their opinions, criticisms and suggestions. The 
differences of opinion were so great and the criticisms 
and suggestions so various that we felt we could only 
arrive at the true sentiment of the industry by a fur- 
ther canvass. 

“We were convinced, however, that the idea of the 
chemical exposition is fundamentally sound and can 
be of direct, tangible value to the American maker 
of chemicals. We were agreed, moreover, that there 
must be an extension of the chemical exposition idea 
and we wrote to 3,000 leaders, in all branches of the 
chemical and of the equipment industry, asking whe- 
ther they believed a better Chemical Show possible 
and how it could be made an accomplished fact. 

“The following tabulation of the principal criticisms 
and suggestions shows plainly the trend of sentiment:

“Without any exception over 350 replies have sup- 
ported the original position of this Committee that two 
chemical shows mean failure. 

“Much confusion exists as to the whole status of 
the Chemical Exposition. 

“One chemical maker writes: ‘We have found the 
Chemical Show a direct help to sales and would only 
suggest greater emphasis upon educational features.’ 
While a competitor writes: ‘Everyone in our organi- 
zation is convinced that the Chemical Exposition as 
conducted is an elaborate waste of time and money.’ 

“This confusion exists also in the minds of the 
equipment manufacturers one of whom writes: ‘Since 
apparatus predominates in the show, we feel this 
should be recognized in the name and advertising and 
that probably the best results could be obtained in 
conducting the Exposition as a strictly technical dis- 
play held in conjunction with the meetings of the 
Chemical Society.’ While another equipment manu- 
facturer writes: ‘The predominance of apparatus and 
machinery is to be regarded with suspicion and special 
efforts should be made to make the event a real Chem- 
ical Exposition.’ 

“After careful study of hundreds of these replies, 
your Committee wants to lay before you the follow- 
ing fundamental facts:—A Chemical Industry Exposi- 
tion can be reasonably expected to accomplish the fol- 
lowing results: 

“1—Educate the American public to the basic im- 
portance of chemicals in modern life. 

“2—Educate the industry .to the new developments, 
both in products and in apparatus. 

“3—Serve as a market-place both for chemicals and 
chemical apparatus. 

“4-Furnish a common meeting place for the in- 
dustry and its customers. 

“With the exception of the sale of apparatus, the 
replies indicate plainly that the exposition is not func- 
tioning as effectively as it might in any of these fun- 
damental purposes. 

“In the chemical industry proper ‘considerable fall- 
ing off in interest in the chemical show is obvious and 
there are marked differences of opinion as to whether 
the show should be looked upon primarily as a mar- 
ket-place for chemicals, or as a public educational fea- 
ture. The predominance of the equipment displays is 
often adversely noted. The equipment manufacturers, 
on the other hand, have found the exposition a good 
medium for the sale of their products. A common 
criticisms among them is that too many of the public 
visit their booths. 

“We are in consultation now with Messrs. Nagel- 
voort and Payne, with the committees of several As- 
sociations interested in the exposition, and with the 
Advisory Committee of the International Exposition 
Company. 

‘We are working also upon the basis of this analysis 
of the situation and formulating a plan for a Congress 
of Chemistry which would bring to the Exposition 
not only the public and all the trade and technical as- 
sociations of the industry, but also the business organi- 
zations of the great consuming fields. 

“Our final report embodying these plans and our 
definite recommendations as to future Chemical Ex- 
positions will be made public shortly. In the mean- 
time, we want our members to weigh carefully the 
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sentiment as expressed in this analysis and the fun- 
damental facts of what a Chemical Exposition is and 
might be.

Association would be ready to make public within 
ten days. 

About 100 members of the Salesmen’s Association 
attended the dinner and in addition to the report of 
the chemical show, heard short talks from Dr. Charles 
H. Herty and Daniel Waters of Philadelphia on “Dyes 
as Chemical Products.” , 

Chairman Chew of the New York Chapter appoint- 
ed P. C. Magnus chairman of the Entertainment Com- 
mittee for December, especially charged with giving 
the Christmas Party. 

Secretary Killeffer reported briefly on the Chemical 
Course for Salesmen, which opens the first Friday 
in January and will be held weekly till the first Fri- 
day in March. This course, which is open to mem- 
bers only, costs but ten dollars, and as it is limited to 
fifty students, applications, accompanied by checks, 
should be sent promptly to Mr. Killeffer, at the Chem- 
ists’ Club, 53 E. 41st street, New York. 





The Tariff Commission, which has been investi- 
gating a charge that the railroads were offsetting tariff 
rates by carrying imported goods at lower rates than 
are charged for domestic goods, reports that while it 
is evident that preferential transportation rates do 
exist, the carriers have established such rates primarily 
for the purpose of equalizing the commercial advan- 
tage of the rival ports of the alternative routes over 
which the foreign trade is carried, rather than an at- 
tempt to offset in whole or in part the duties imposed 
by the customs tariff. 


The New York Association of Dyers & Cleaners 
opened its annual convention at the Hotel Pennsylva- 
nia Nov. 20 with an attendance of over 250. Of special 
interest is the exhibition in connection with the con- 
vention. A number of prominent machinery and dye 
and chemical manufacturing firms have displays, 
among them the U. S. Hoffman Machinery Corp, the 
Ideal Filler Co. and the Midland Color and Chem- 
ical Co. 

The Budget Bureau, Washington, has approved an 
appropriation of $955,000 to be used by the Federal 
Trade Commission during the next fiscal year to en- 
force the laws of unfair competition, administer the 
Export Trade Act and to prepare economic reports 
in response to resolutions from Congress and at the 
direction of the President. This is an increase of $50,- 
000 over last year’s appropriation.

Protests of Drug and Chemical Interests Finally 
Bring Action in Washington—U. S. Senators Visit

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Blair will call a conference in con- 
nection with the new forfeiture of bond regulations 
which go into effect on Dec. 2. Considerable pressure 
has been brought to bear both on the Commissioner 
and other government officials in connection with the 
forfeiture bond, and the Commissioner has decided to 
rescind the order. 





SENATORS VISIT ALCOHOL PLANT 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 22.—Senator Thomas Sterling, 
South Dakota, and Senator E. F. Ladd, North Da- 
kota, visited the United States Industrial Alcohol 
Co.’s plant at Curtis Bay last week to study the in- 
dustrial alcohol situation. They visited every branch 
of the plant, and Senator Ladd, who is a chemist, made 
numerous notes. 

Wm. C. Whitaker, operating vice-president of the 
company, said that owing to the misunderstanding 
concerning the manufacture of commercial alcohol 
the company intends to invite not only members of 
Congress, but prohibition authorities to inspect the 
plant. He said that alcohol is performing an increas- 
ingly important part in the industrial life of the na- 
tion, and that any obstacles put in the way of the 
development of the business not only worked great 
injury to those engaged in the production of indus- 
trial alcohol, but actually impeded progress in numer- 
ous industries. 





PHYSICIANS TO TEST RESTRICTIONS 

Action was begun in the U. S. District Court, New 
York, last week against David H. Blair, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue; William Hayward, U. S. At- 
torney, and Edward C. Yellowley, Acting Prohibition 
Director for New York, by 105 physicians of New 
York, to test the Volstead Act so far as its provi- 
sions relate to physicians. The suit was filed by the 
Association for the Protection of Constitutional Rights. 
The officers are: Dr. Samuel W. Lambert, president; 
Dr. James F. McKernon, vice-president; Dr. Warren 
Coleman; secretary, and Dr. Frederic E. Sondern, 
treasurer. The following compose the Executive 
Committee: Dr. Nathan E. Brill, Dr. William K. 
Draper, Dr. Charles L. Dana, Dr. J. T. Gorton, and 
Dr. J. Bentley Squier. The association disclaims con- 
nection with any lay organization or with any or- 
ganization or with any anti-prohibition movement. 
Some of its members are prohibitionists, but are op- 
posed to Government interference with their methods 
of practicing therapeutics, a subject they assert, con- 
cerning which Congress knows nothing. 

Under the Volstead law a physician may only pre- 
scribe a pint of whiskey or brandy for a patient every 


ten days. The physician claims the right to prescribe 
as much more in the same period as, in his judgment, 
his patient requires. The contention is that no one 
except a>physician is a competent judge of what that 
requirement may be. It is claimed that Congress is 
not only assuming to know more about what a patient 
needs than the physician, but is actually practicing 
medicine. 





DISTILLERS PROTEST ALCOHOL RULING 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—A communication has 
been sent to Commissioner of Internal Revenue Blair 
which is in the nature of a protest by distillers of the 
United States against the enforcement of the new 
Treasury Decision which makes important changes 
in the form of permits under which the distillers 
operate. 

The distillers point out that the condition set forth 
in the new Treasury Decision, which is to become ef- 
fective Dec. 3, will make it practically impossible for 
them to continue their business which is entirely legal 
as they carry it out. The protest is similar to that 
made by drug and chemical interests since the new 
ruling was first made public. 





SOUTHERN DRUG CLUB ACTS ON ALCOHOL 
(Special to Druc & CHEmMicAL Markets) 

New -Orleans, La. Nov. 22.—The Southern Drug 
Club, of which Walter Denzel, Cairo, Ill, is presi- 
dent, met last week in the St. Charles Hotel for the 
semi-annual conference at which the tariff and the 
regulatiéns concerning the sale and the distribution 
of alcohol were discussed. Mr. Denzel made an ad- 
dress at the opening session and a response was made 
by a member of the local, committee on entertain- 
ment composed of Arthur D. Parker, Lucien E. Lyons, 
F. A. Dicks, Jesse Bynum, S. G. Steiner and W. W. 
Curtis. 

“We will make every effort to comply with the 
Government regulations, whether they are concerned 
with the sale of liquors or narcotics,” a delegate to 
the conference declared. “It is our purpose to live 
up to the letter of the law in every respect, and to 
this end we invite the co-operation of all who are 
engaged in the drug business.” 

T. H. Appleton, St. Louis; Leon Broyer, St. Louis; 
Frederick Usher, New York; J. C. Robinson, Phila- 
delphia; Raymond Deyo, New York, and Francis 
Holliday, general representative of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, New York, at- 
tended one of the sessions. The meetings extended 
over a period of three days and ended with a luncheon 
given by the Wholesale Drug and Pharmaceutical 
Association of New Orleans. 





ALCOHOL PROTEST BY VARNISH ASS’N 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 

Atlantic City, N. J., Nov. 22—The National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association was addressed by Ernest 
T. Trigg, president, at the opening session. President 
Trigg analyzed figures compiled by the Bureau of the 
Census on the production of paint and varnish, which 
showed that during the first six months of this year 
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total production exceeded the record for the cor- 
responding period of 1921 by 31.6 per cent, while the 
output was 11.6 per cent greater than for the same 
period in 1920, the year in which the after-the-war 
business boom reached its height. 

H. S. Chatfield, New York, spoke at the second 
day’s session, Nov. 16, on the separation of industrial 
alcohol control from the Prohibition Unit. Under pre- 
sent regulations, he said, paint manufacturers are handi- 
capped by the difficulty of obtaining adequate supplies 
and by the incidental delays. Mr. Chatfield continued: 

“Not only is it becoming difficult to secure adequate 
supplies, but the delays are such as to often times 
cause great inconvenience and expense. Your com- 
mittee believes that because of the difficulties ex- 
perienced, not only by your own members but by 
representative manufacturers throughout the chemical 
field, the association should pass a suitable resolution 
and forward copies of this resolution to the authori- 
ties at Washington.” 

The resolution requests the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue to issue reasonable restrictions to se- 
cure an ample supply of alcohol and to promote its 
use in the development of all lawful products. 

A. C. Dilman of the United States Department of 
Agritulture, said that for ten years production of 
flaxseed in the United States has averaged only a little 
over one-third the quantity consumed, so that con- 
siderable imports have been necessary. Mr. Dilman 
said this shortage can be ovefcome by growing com- 
bination crops of flax and wheat. 

In a report presented by R. B. Robinette, of the 
Tropical Paint & Oil Co., Cleveland, as chairman of 
the committee on adulterated oils and turpentine, it 
was stated that during the present year apparently 
little or no adulterated linseed oil has been offered 
to the public, except such as was plainly marked as 
adulterated. 

Louis R. Atwood, of the Peaslee, Gaulbert 
Co., of Louisville, was elected president of the Asso- 
ciation. The following vice-presidents were elected—- 
for the Eastern Zone, E. V. Peters, New York:

PAINT MEN URGE STANDARDIZATION 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Atlantic City, N. J., Nov. 22—The Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Association of the United States listened to an 
address by Arthur Lazarus, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, on “Cost Accounting.” 

“The paint industry,” said Mr. Lazarus, “has adopt- 
ed for itself a definite sales budget to double the sales 
by 1926. The accomplishment of this goal will be an 
empty and barren thing unless there is the nicest ad- 
justment between operating efficiency and selling costs, 
an adjustment that is fair to the consumer and that will 
at the same time give a fair and reasonable return on 
the invested capital. In this adjustment uniform cost 
methods can perform an important and useful service 
and one the industry cannot afford to ignore.” 

Luding Patton, of Milwaukee, discussed the plan 
of Herbert Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, to stand- 
ardize manufactured articles. Mr. Patton said: “This 
movement started by Secretary Hoover if carried to 
a conclusion will be the greatest step forward that 
has been accomplished in any industry. There is in 
our industry entirely too much duplication of colors 
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and sizes of packages, obliging jobbers and dealers 
to carry unnecessarily large stocks of paints and varn- 
ish and making the distribution of them wasteful.” 

In discussing the reasons why 1922 has been the 
greatest paint and varnish year ever known Samuel 
R. Matlock, of George D. Wetherill & Co., Philadel- 
phia, president of the Manufacturers Association, 
placed the credit to the various co-operative activities 
of the industry. Among them he cited the save the 
surface campaign, the clean up and paint campaign, 
the unfair competition bureau and the educational 
bureau. 

Charles R. Cook, of the Cook Paint & Varnish Co., 
Kansas City, Mo., was elected president of the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United States at 
the close of its convention. The other officers chosen 
were Samuel R. Matlock of Philadelphia, first vice- 
president; Samuel Rosenthal, of Chicago, second vice- 
president, and George B. Heckel, of Philadelphia, sec- 
retary-treasurer. The following directors were elect- 
ed: Dr. D. A. Kohr, of Dayton; L. T. Minehart, of 
Denver; H. J. Kuhn, of Houston; Andrew Butler, of 
Buffalo, and H. B. Woodbridge, of Philadelphia.

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TEXAS GULF SULPHUR DIVIDENDS 

The Texas Gulf Sulphur Co’s properties consist of 
2,950 acres of land in Texas owned in fee, including a 
sulfur deposit of 200 to 300 acres area, says the “New 
York Tribune.”

Contract buying for next year has been very active 
and consumers now are taking on small quantities only 
to carry them over until the first of the year.

PROTEST ON ACETOL DUTY OVERRULED 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 22,—A decision was hand- 
ed down, last week, by the United States Court of 
Customs Appeals in the case of the United States 
against the Rhodia Chemical Co. The merchandise in 
this case, known as acetol and assessed at 25 per cent 
as “other cellulose esters,” was held by the Board of 
General Appraisers to be dutiable at 15 per cent as 
a chemical compound. It is held that the merchandise 
is properly dutiable at 20 per cent as esters of all 
kinds, not specially provided for, but as no such claim 
is made in the protest, the decision of the board is 
reversed by the court and the protest overruled.

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SELLING SULFUR IN FOREIGN MARKETS 

The organization of a foreign marketing company 
by the Texas Gulf Sulphur Corporation, the Union 
Sulphur Co. and the Freeport Texas Co. is considered 
a factor of great importance in connection with foreign 
sales, The export company, which is to be headed by 
a man who has been in the foreign trade branch of the 
sulfur business for a number of years, will be in a po- 
sition to effectively place the products of the company 
in foreign countries and thereby compete with foreign 
producers. 

The concentration of activities by the three large 
sulfur companies in the foreign field will immediately 
remove a considerable overhead expense for each and 
this in turn means a relatively larger net operating re- 
sult for all than otherwise would be realized. Reports 
are in circulation that the directors of the Texas Gulf 
Sulphur Corporation, at their meeting on Nov. 16, may 
increase the dividend to $5 a share per annum. While 
it is impossible to obtain any definite information, it is 
admitted in authoritative quarters that the company 
might readily take such action, its earnings being suf- 
ficient to warrant a higher rate than that now being 
paid. 

iW. H. Aldridge, president of the Texas Gulf Sul- 
phur Company and a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Sulphur Export Corporation, said that 
no agreement had been reached between officials of 
the latter organization and the Italian Government 
or Italian sulfur producers. 

President C. A. Snider of the Sulphur Export Cor- 


poration, who was conducting the negotiations with 


the Italians, was unable to reach a satisfactory agree- 
ment with them. Whether or not negotiations will be 
reopened is net yet known.

Activity among consumers of fine chemicals con- 
tinues and business is reported good in most, quarters. 
Sales may increase to some extent during the next few 
months, according to general opinion, but most sellers 
believe that this winter season will not be above the 
pre-war average. However, buyers and sellers are cer- 
tainly more active than at any time since early in 1920. 
Price changes made during the week give evidence of 
the general market trend. Only one decline, potassium 
permanganate, was noted, and few more, if any, are 
looked for. Several advances were made, notably on 
wood alcohol and formaldehyde. Menthol continued 
to rise as higher shipment figures were cabled into a 
short market. Quicksilver is higher. Japanese and 
American refined camphor have increased in price. 
Salicylates are firm but unchanged. -Carbolic acid is 
tending upward. Bismuth preparations, iodides and 
mercurials are strong. Bromides are dull, but prices 
are holding. 

Acetanilid—Makers continue to quote different fig- 
ures, ranging from 35c@38c. As manufacturing costs 
are higher all sellers are expected to be at 38c within 
a short time. Routine interest noted. 

Acid Carbolic—Distributors quote on basis of 52ctb. 
for crystals in 1 lb. bottles and 42clb. for 110lb. tins, 
unchanged. Crude material continues scarce on spot 
and has advanced again since last increase was made 
on U. S. P. acid. Sellers report heavy demand. Supply 
of technical phenol is unreplenished. 

Acid Salicylic—The expected advance has not mate- 
rialized as yet but acid and salicylates are in strong 
positions as phenol is increasing steadily. U. S. P. 
salicylic quoted at 35c by makers. Resale in  smail 
amounts at 33c@35c. Technical goods at 32c@33c. De- 
mand is good and consumers are ordering far ahead 
of their current requirements, report makers. 


Acid Tartaric—Routine demand for tartaric. Import- 
ed material 30%c@3lclb. as to quantity. Domestic 32c, 
unchanged. 


Alcohol, Wood—Makers have again advanced prices 
for wood alcohol. Increase averages 10c per gallon. 
New schedule quotes 95 per cent at $1.05@$1.07, 97 
per cent at 1.08@$1.09, pure methyl at $1.15@$1.17 and 
acetone free at $1.20@$1.25. Sales are increasing stead- 
ily and stocks are not large. 


Alcohol, Denatured—Complete denatured alcohol, 
No. 1, has advanced to 43c@45cgal., bbls. incl., and 
38c@40cgal. drums extra. Increase due to higher cost 
of wood alcohol. Other grades unchanged. 


Bromides—Market is dull but prices are being held 
up by the higher duty levied under the new _ tariff. 
Opinion prevails in some quarters that a reaction is 
due, which will strengthen values. American made so- 
dium at 25c@26c, potash at 26c@27c and ammonium 
at 33c. Imported sodium and ammonium 18c@20c, po- 
tash 17c@20c. 


Camphor—On sharply higher shipment figures from 
Japan spot prices for both Jap and American refined 
gums have been increased. Japanese goods now at 91c 
in slabs, $1.03 for 1 oz. tablets, and $1.04 for % oz. 
tablets. American goods up to 93c for bulk gum, 94%c 
for 1 Ib. cakes, 98%4c for 1 oz. tablets, and 99c for % 
oz. tablets. For December-January shipment 79c c. i. f. 
is asked. 


Formaldehyde—One maker quotes 13%c and anoth- 
er reports having advanced to 1334c for carlots of bbls. 
at works. Less. carlots 14c@14™%c as to seller. Sellers 
say plenty of material is available at plants but it is 
evidently almost impossible to get cars through. Con- 
sumers continue active. 


Menthol—As acute spot scarcity was transmitted to 
the Orient, by a flood of cables for material, shipment 
prices were advanced sharply. One spot seller will do 
$10.001b. for case lots. A small arrival during the week, 
consigned to one of the principal factors, was placed 
in the open market at $8.50. It was soon taken up, 
however, and the market reverted to $10.00. Less 
cases held at $10.25@$10.50. Indications point to a 
softening in the price around the first of the year. Not 
enough menthol is reported on the way at present to 
seriously affect the market. 


Mercury—Advance in Italian exchange coupled with 
reduction in spot holdings caused quicksilver to ad- 
vance to $72.00@$72.50 per flask in New York.

Quinine—All grades of sulfate held at 50c oz. Minor 
salts continue in good demand at firm figures. Sched- 
ule quotes acetate at 88c in 100 oz. lots, citrate at 62c, 
hydrochloride at 62c, salicylate at 63c, and tartrate at 
88c, unchanged. , 
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Very large stocks of imported Glauber salts in bags 
are being held in Philadelphia. 

Dr. George Rosengarten of Powers-Weightman- 
Rosengarten Co. left Philadelphia on Friday, Nov. 
17 for a trip to Florida. 

The Mayberg chemical plant at Warren, N. Y., 
has resumed operations after having been shut down 
since February. Thousands of cords of wood were 
in reserve when the plant started and orders on hand 
will keep the plant busy for weeks to come. 


The Federal Trade Commission announces the dis- 
missal of its complaint against the Bayer Company, 
Inc., New York, manufacturers and distributors of 
aspirin tablets. The complaint was based on state- 
ments made by the Bayer Co. in its advertising 
matter. 


The Seydel Chemical Co. has a display of its pro- 
ducts at the Sixth Latin-American Medical Congress 
in connection with the International Commercial Ex- 
position being held at Havana, Cuba. The exhibit is 
in charge of E. E. Smith, general sales manager, and 
Paul Seydel, vice-president of the company is also in 
attendance. 


A luncheon meeting of the Philadelphia group of 
the American Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion was held in Philadelphia Tuesday Nov. 15.

HEARING ON OXALIC ACID TARIFF 

The U. S. Tariff Commission will give hearings, 
soon, to determine whether or not the flexible tariff 
provisions should be invoked in the case of oxalic acid 
and another chemical. The Advisory Board, sup- 
ported by the report of the experts on chemicals, has 
filed data with the commission indicating that there 
was such a great difference in the comparative costs 
of oxalic acid in the United States and abroad, that 
a hearing will be called to consider an increase i 
the rate on this chemical. A similar report has been 
filed on another chemical, which has not been iden- 
tified. 

The majority of the applications for changes in 
tariff rates, under the flexible provisions of the Ford- 
ney-McCumber bill, represent chemicals and agricul- 
tural products. There have been a few applications for 
higher rates on textiles, but it was stated these did 
not relate to the principal commodities. 


WILLIAM J. GESELL DIES SUDDENLY . 

William J. Gesell, for the past thirty-nine years 
connected with Lehn & Fink, New York wholesale 
druggists and manufacturing chemists, died suddenly 
on Monday morning, Nov. 20, at his home in Mont- 
clair, N. J. Mr. Gesell was secretary of Lehn & 
Fink, Inc. at the time of his death, which followed 
some twenty-five years of prominence in the Amer- 
ican wholesale drug trade.

Coal-tar crudes are still in the same tight position 
they have been in the past few months. Production of 
benzol is gaining slowly in the various plants through- 
out the country but the demand is still in excess of the 
supply. Lack of adequate transportation continues to 
hamper deliveries. Toluol and solvent naphtha are ex- 
tremely scarce and makers’ production is sold far in 
advance. Phenol and cresylic acid are in the same con- 
dition. Domestic production is unable to meet the de- 
mand and is bought well into the future. Scattered 
lots are found in the market and the price is nominal 
and varies as to the seller. Imported phenol is offered 
in bond and the price approximates the present resale 
prices of the domestic product. Naphthalene has been 
active in a contract way with new prices for next year. 
Interest in intermediates is centered in dimethylaniline, 
which has again been advanced in price. The advance 
is due to the increased cost of alcohol and it is expect- 
ed that still higher prices are in store. H-acid is in 
strong demand and makers are busy meeting orders. 
Inquiry for export has been heard in this item. Ben- 
zidine, Gamma acid, para-nitraniline and beta-naph- 
thol are moving in good quantities. 


Coal Tar Crudes 


Benzene—Production has been improving but de- 
mand is strong and maker is sold well ahead. Trans- 
portation difficulties are holding up deliveries. Maker’s 
quotations are unchanged at 27c@32c for 90 per cent 
and 30c@35c for C.-R. 

Cresylic Acid—The market is practically bare of 
supplies and the sole maker’s production is sold sev- 
eral months ahead. The maker’s prices are quoted at 
55c@57c for 95 per cent dark at works. 97-99 per cent 
straw colored is quoted at 60c@62c and decolored at 
80c@82c. For immediate delivery these prices do not 
mean much, but they serve the purpose of establishing 
a maker’s selling price. Resale prices are heard as high 
as 90c for 97-99 per cent straw colored. 

Naphthalene—Business is confined mainly to con- 
tract for next year delivery. One large factor has an- 


nounced a new selling basis. Flake is offered at 6c@7c 
as to maker at works. Balls are quoted at 7c@8c. 
Crushed at 5c@é6c. 

Phenol—Small quantities are heard of here and there 
and prices vary as to seller. Prices as low as 30c have 
been heard while 35c seems to be the high. Maker’s 
prices are unchanged at 22c@26c with delivery some- 
time in the future. Imported is offered at 13%c in 
bond, which brings the selling price to about 35c. 

Toluene—Production has been slow and supplies are 
now very scarce. Demand has been strong and the 
largest producer is only able to quote on future de- 
livery. Quotations are unchanged at 30c per gallon in 
tanks and 35c in drums. 

Solvent Naphtha—The situation is similar to that of 
toluene. None is to be had for immediate delivery and 
the future is uncertain.

Mr. Bischoff had been touring the 
continent for three months on a business and pleasure 
trip. 

The Tariff Commission is receiving a number of in- 
quiries regarding the status of cresylic acid or cresol 
nnder the new tariff.

Under Secretary of State Phillips announces the 
appointment of Roland W. Boyden to represent the 
‘State Department before the _ Reparations Commis- 
sion in Paris in connection with reparation dyes.

at $91,807. Canada, Mexico, Cuba, Australia, and Eng- 
land took the bulk of .the shipments. 


Judge A. N. Hand of the U. S. District Court has 
appointed Ben A. Matthews receiver for The Reliance 
Aniline Color & Chemical Co., Inc., of New York and 
Poughkeepsie, under $10,000 bond in an equity pro- 
ceeding filed by the Paterson National Bank, which 
asserts a claim of $5,000 against the corporation, which 
is capitalized at $325,000. The liabilities are said to be 
$46,000 and assets about $120,000, but the corporation 
is reported to be unable to realize on its assets to meet 
maturing obligations. 


A large increase in the imports into Great Britain 
of German dyestuffs is noted for the month of Sep- 
tember, compared with August. Increased quantities 
of German finished dyestuffs obtained from coal-tar 
sent up the September imports £10,837 more than 
August. Duty free articles imported into Great Britain 
during the same month show an increase over Aug- 
ust of £20,399, and compared with September, 1921, 
an increase of £22,483. 
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LABORATORY EXPLOSION KILLS @yUDENT 


An accidental explosion in a. laboratory used by 
graduate students at Columbia University, on Nov. 
17, caused the death of William Eastman Spandow, a 
graduate student, of Memphis, Tenn., and the serious 
injury of Reginald Gordon Sloane, a Harvard graduate 
and son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles William Sloane. 

The students were experimenting in the manufacture 
of intermediate compounds for aniline dyes. The lives 
of at least seven other graduate students in the labora- 
tory were imperilled by flying steel missiles which 
were hurled in all directions as a highly explosive 
compound shattered the lid of its steel container. The 
detonation was heard several hundred feet away. 

The general opinion among the investigators for 
the university and the city was that Spandow, who 
was in charge of the apparatus for the day, in part 
at least had disregarded instructions given to him 
by the professors who direct the work in chemical 
engineering. He opened a valve on the side of the 
heavy steel apparatus before a gas flame had died out 
of the gas heater underneath, and a tongue of flame 
darted into the chamber and ignited the imprisoned 
gases. 





GERMAN COLOR WORKS MERGED 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Berlin, Germany, Nov. 22.—The color works of 
Franz Rasquin A. G. K6éln-Miilheim are being merged 
with the van Hams Vereinigte Oel und Firniswerke 
(oil and varnish) A. G. in Rothenkirchen near K6ln. 
The Rasquin works increased its share capital by twen- 
ty million marks. 

Another merger in this line, which is taking place 
between the Olea-Werke A. G. (mineral oils) of Frank- 
furt on Main, which belong to the Sichel concern and 
the Siiddeutsche Oel und Melanol-Werke in Freiburg, 
is of considerable interest to the industry and reports 
indicate that further works may join the merger later. 
Since June the Oel Melanol-Werke has raised the 
nominal capital from 5 to 50 million marks.

PREPARING TO HANDLE REPARATION DYES 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—F. S. Dickson, former 
chief of the Drug and Chemical Control Section of the 
Customs Service, has become associated with the State 
Department, as adviser in connection with plans for 
handling Reparation dyes. Statements have been made 
by officials of the Department that nothing can be done 
in the matter until after new legislation is passed by 
Congress, and it is understood that officials are drafting 
a resolution which will authorize the State Department 
to take action in connection with reparation dyes and 
also to import and distribute these dyes either itself or 
through an appointed agency. During the last session 
of Congress a resolution was introduced by Senator 
Shortridge of California, who was chairman of the sub- 
committee investigating the alleged dyestuff lobby, but 
Senator Shortridge’s resolution was not as complete as 
necessary and the resolution being drafted is said to be 
entirely different.

SOAPS AND SPRAYS FROM KEROSENE 


J. W. Maples, an engineer who has been engaged in 
research work in petroleum products for several years, 
has incorporated a company to manufacture emulsifi- 
cations of kerosene and petroleum under the name “Ker- 
mul,” an abbreviation of “kerosene emulsion.” Mr. 
Maples includes in the products ready for commercial 
distribution soaps, liniments, antiseptics, insecticides 
and sprays for agricultural pests including the boll 
weevil. 

The new company, organized last week, will exploit 
sanitary and household products. A holding company 
which was incorporated in New Jersey with authorized 
capital of $100,000, was formed some months ago to 
control manufacturing and distribution. It is known 
as the U. S. Oil Products Co. The factory is located 
at 685 Eleventh ave., New York. 

The new company was incorporated at Dover, Del., on 
Nov. 14 as the Kermul Products Co., manufacturers of 
kerosene emulsion, capital $500,000. The papers were 
filed by the Delaware Registration Trust Co. It is 
reported that Wall Street interests have taken a block 
of the company’s stock.

With greater stability noted in prices and demand 
from consuming centers increasing to larger propor- 
tions, crude drug importers appear more pleased 
with the manner in which their goods are moving.

JOHN CLARKE’S YULETIDE GREETING 


It has been for John Clarke, New York seed broker 
and author of a market letter famous from Calcutta to 
Kalamazoo, to once again startle the realm of market 
reporting with the following dissertation on the spice 
and seed situation: “That delicious season is now ap- 
proaching, which we speak of as the Indian Summer— 
and the very words bring up visions of mellow haze, of 
softened landscapes, and of down-floating leaves, and 
ripening pumpkins; and beyond them the languorous 
bronze-blue hills and hedges, purpling toward the far 
horizon. This is all very well, for an Indian, but our 
modern life is too complicated.

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SHIPPING ADULTERATED GUM TO N. Y. 


American trade in kauri gum centers in New York. 
The average price for kauri gum in New Zealand last 
year was £98 per ton; for the year before £85; for 
the four preceding years the average was £64 per ton. 
The higher average for 1921-22 is accounted for in the 
main by the more rigid grading now being insisted 
upon and conducted by the New Zealand Government. 
The Superintendent of Kauri Gum, in a recent report 
to the Government of New Zealand, refers to the adul- 
teration of the gum. He states that this had long been 
suspected, but it was thought that the mixing was done 
in London or New York. 

A case is cited where an exporter of kauri gum from 
Auckland to the United States blended kauri gum 
with yacca gum obtained from Australia. A conviction 
was obtained for making a false customs declaration, 
the mixed gum being exported as pure kauri gum. 
Since then, states the superintendent, New Zealand 
representatives of a New York firm dealing in kauri 
gum have been calling for supplies of Fiji gum, and 
such gums have been arriving in Auckland from Fiji. 
It is not suggested that the Fiji or yacca gums have 
been knowingly shipped to New York as genuine kauri 
gum. 

About 50 per cent of the kauri gum of New Zea- 
land is exported to the United States. The total ex- 
ports of 1921 were 3,901 tons, of which 1,875 was taken 
by the United Kingdom, 1,972 by the United States, 65 
by Canada. The gum is used in the manufacture of 
high grade varnishes, for use on automobile bodies. 
The total exports for the seven months of 1922 to July 
31 were 2,749 tons. Production has been practically at 
a standstill for some time, due to low prices. 





NOVEMBER CRUDE DRUG MANUAL ISSUED 


The quarterly price list and manual of crude drugs 
of S. B. Penick & Co., New York crude drug millers, 
has been sent to the the trade under date of Nov. 15. 
In the back of the booklet is an alphabetical list of 
the U. S. P. and N. F. specifications for the various 
crude drugs, covering figures on maximum ash, foreign 
matter and assay. 

In a brief market summary of the price situation, 
the following is significant: “American drugs have, al- 
most without exception, proved a sharp disappoint- 
ment in the amount gathered of each one for 1922 crop. 
There has scarcely been a mistake made by anyone 
purchasing early in the season on any item, and such 
a broad statement is unusual. There are a number of 
botanicals of domestic origin which yet will sharply 
advance. It is hardly necessary to remind our custom- 
ers that from the Ist of January to the Ist of June, 
with the exception of balm gilead buds, and occasional- 
ly wild cherry bark, all prices rapidly rise where there 
is any lack of sufficient supplies. Foreign drugs, while 
exhibiting strength in most cases, and little weakness 
in any, are not so sharply affected as the domestic 
drugs. Back of the situation both at home and abroad, 
is always the labor question. If there is a laboring ele- 
ment in our country, the manner in which their pres- 
ent income permits them to attire themselves does not 
find the gathering of roots and herbs a very harmoni- 
ous occupation. It is not therefore hard to understand 
why we cannot get mandrake, cascara and the rest in 
abundance. With foreign drugs, the labor is not so in- 
dependent, but still is demanding a very large amount 
of the sharply depreciated foreign currency for the 
equivalent of a day’s labor at this work, and so with- 
out prices rising much to the consumer in America, 
the peasants abroad are being paid a fabulous ‘amount 
in their own currency for this: work.”

The essential oil trade is in the midst of a fair con- 
suming season. Although business could be better it 
has shown considerable improvement during the past 
four weeks. Consumers are reported more active than 
at any period since the general slump early in 1920. 
Sellers expect sales to increase steadily. Prices are in 
good condition, the few declines, during the week, be- 
ing due largely to heavy spot holdings rather than to- 
tal lack of interest. Lemon and orange advanced as 
Italian exchange moved up. Bergamot is almost as low 
on spot as for shipment. Clove oil is higher in all quar- 
ters. Oils citronella and peppermint are lower. Worm- 
wood and tansy are again cheaper. Wormseed con- 
tinues scarce and is higher on spot. Hemlock and tech- 
nical cassia are firmer. Bitter almond oil is easier. No 
change in the general position of aromatic chemicals 
is noticed and importers are apparently making little 
headway toward obtaining an understanding on the 
American valuation question.

For normal amounts $3.10@$3.25, as 
to quantity, is asked. Large sales during the past week 
at $3.00. Quotations of $2.90 c. i. f. are made to dealers. 
Stocks are heavy here and demand is practically at a 
standstill, which accounts for the prevailing low prices. 

Oil Cassia—Technical goods scarce spot and held 
higher at $1.45@$1.501b. U .S. P. article firm at $1.70@ 


$1.75lb. Demand is good and advices from the Orient 
are rather bullish. 

Oil Citronella—Lack of real consuming activity has 
forced price down to 47c@48clb. for oil in drums. 
Prices of 46c net are quoted by some holders for goods 
in quantity. Cans named at 50c@52clb. Java oil stock 
unreplenished and prices are held at 70c@75c for 
drums and 75c@80c for cans. 

Oil Cloves—No $2.00 clove oil available at present. 
All sellers are up to distillers $2.10 price on cans. 
Range is to $2.20 as to quantity. Bottles $2.25@$2.30lb. 
Information at hand indicates that the spice crop is 
a good one but that shipments are late in coming 
through. Reports show that the spot scarcity of spice 
is likely to continue for some time.

VANILLA BEAN CROP REPORTED SMALLER 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, Nov. 10.—The latest reports from 
the vanilla district are that vanilla will be higher this 
season than last year. The price at the present time 
is $5 per pound, American currency, and before the 
crop is all in will be about the same price as last year, 
which was about $7.50 per pound, American currency, 
for the cured beans. The crop will not be as large 
as at first estimated. The vanilla growers report that 
it will be from 135,000 to 140,000 pounds. The quality 
will be good and the beans of good size. High prices, 
good quality of beans and small wind fall, means very 
few “cuts” for this year’s crop. The vanilla district 
in the State of Vera Cruz was not damaged by the 
cyclone on the Yucatan coast‘on Oct. 20 to 23. 

About 20,000 pounds of the green vanilla beans have 
been sold to the vanilla curers, thus far. The vanilla 
production all over the world has greatly: fallen off, 
it is reported here, and the demand is in excess of the 
supply. The new tax of 40 centavos (20 cents Amer- 
ican currency) per kilo for the cured beans and $2 
per thousand on the green beans when they are ship- 
ped from one municipality to another, will tend to 
add to the higher price. This tax is imposed by the 
State Government, and producers claim that it is un- 
lawful and that only the Federal Government can is- 
sue such decrees. 





The Usines de L’Allondon, Geneva, will market its 
aromatic chemicals and alkaloids in the United States 
through J. E. Dockendorff & Co., 20 Broad st., New 
York, who have been designated sole agents. Of the 
aromatic chemicals the concern calls particular atten- 
tion to a new violet, “Allovione.” Some of the special- 
ties are geraniol, hydroxycitronellal, phenylacetalde- 
hyde, linalyl, terpenyl, and geranyl acetates. 

The 1922 lavender crop was gathered by the end of 
September and it is estimated that the oil yield will be 
a third greater than that of last year. Speculative in- 
terests jumped the flower price from 20 fr. per 100 
kilos to 35 fr. The Lavender Fair at Digne, which end- 
ed Oct. 4, has not definitely affected the market.

WINDOW GLASS SALES INCREASING 
IN SPITE OF FOREIGN COMPETITION 


Tariff Not Adequate to Protect American Producers 
Against Pacific Coast Imports From Belgium, Says 
President Monre of American Window Glass Co.— 
Photo and Picture Glass in Demand 
The report of operations of the American Window 

Glass Co., for the year ended Aug. 25, has been sent 

to stockholders by William L. Monro, president, who 

says in part: 

“The sales of our products during the past year have 
demonstrated again the wisdom of the company main- 
taining its high standard of grading. This was proven 
by the very large concessions in price that many of our 
competitors were obliged to make in order to induce 
buyers to purchase their glass instead of ours. These 
concessions during the past year were larger than ever 
before. We gained many new customers and strength- 
ened our position with our old customers by the excell- 
ent service we gave on our orders. The trade was very 
reluctant to place orders a long time in advance of the 
time when the glass was needed. lt demanded ship- 
ments very soon after the orders were placed, This 
made it very difficult for the factories. Special efforts 
were made, however, to furnish the service required. 
That we were successful in these efforts is shown by 
the many commendations we received from the trade for 
this prompt service. 

“Our specialties continue to meet with increasing 
favor. So successful have we been with the quality of 
our 16-oz. picture glass that there is practically none 
of that glass being imported. -Prior to 1914 practically 
all of the high-grade picture glass was imported from 
Belgium and England. Today, notwithstanding a very 
considerable difference against us in the price of this 
product, we have been successful in almost completely 
stopping the import of this quality of glass. 

“The production of our photo glass has also been 
very satisfactory. While the demand for this glass has 
fallen off very considerably, we are supplying nearly all 
of the glass required by the photo dry-plate people. A 
limited quantity of this glass is still imported, due to 
the lower prices at which it can be purchased, but the 
quality of this glass is not equal to our own. ; 

“During the calendar year 1921 most of the single 
strength and double strength glass consumed on the 
Pacific Coast was imported from Belgium. This was 
rendered possible partly by the depreciation of the Bel- 
gian franc, partly by the lower selling prices for 
window glass in Belgium, but principally on account 
of the very great difference in freight rates from Ant- 
werp to Pacific Coast points over the rates from Pitts- 
burgh to the same points. This difference was so great 
that it was absolutely impossible for us to compete at 
that time against Belgian glass on the Pacific Coast. 
Practically the only business which we secured in that 
market was fill-in orders, which, of course, were not of 
any great volume. ‘ : 

“Efforts were made to secure increased tariff protec- 
tion which would enable us to compete on the Pacific 
Coast. Such protection was assured by the Fordney 
Bill, but in the Tariff law which was finally passed the 
increase in the tariff on window glass is not sufficient 
to enable. us to displace Belgian window glass under 
present conditions on the Pacific Coast, although we 
are securing an increasing volume of business from that 


market.”

GERMANY’S NEW “SWEETENING” LAW 

The German law concerning artificial sweetening 
substances (Suesstoffgestz), has been put into effect 
as from Oct. 1, 1922. The term “Suessstoff”’ includes 
all sweetening substances of greater sweetening capacity 
but less nutritious value than pure beet or cane sugar, 
according to Consul General Coffin. This law prohib- 
its the manufacture of such sweetening substances, their 
use in the manufacture of foodstuffs, and the importa- 
tion, or sale of sweetening substances or foodstuffs 
containing such substances. 





An increase in nearly all French customs duties will 
go into effect the first of next year. The increases 
will affect virtually all imports from the United States, 
but will apply alike to all countries except those 
that have special treaties with France. The new tariffs 
will not be announced until January, but it appears 
that in most cases where the duties have been based 
on the weight of the article the calculation will be 
changed to a cost basis. 


A new bismuth ore is reported to have been discov- 
ered in the Zabaykalye region, Russia, by Mr. Nienat- 
kevitch, who has just returned from there. The ore con- 
tains about 60 per cent of metallic bismuth and is called 
by the metallurgists “bazovsmutit” (base bismuth). 
The discoverer has also found new methods of enrich- 
ing and fusing this metal, and has prepared several 
hundred kilos of bismuth medical preparations. 


French chemical plants are in fairly good condition 
and are improving. Purchasing for tanning, paint 
and dye industries is active. Prices of naval stores 
show a rising tendency, with stocks low and a short- 
age expected, according to consular reports to the 
Department of Commerce.

GERMANY TO BUY CHILEAN NITRATE 

On account of the great demand from farmers and 
to maintain trade relations with Chile the importation 
of 200,000 tons of Chilean saltpeter has been sanctioned 
by the German Food Ministry, the right to import 
being given only to the Verein der Saltpeter Importeure 
at Hamburg, according to the “Frankfurter Zeitung.” 
In return the verein must sell 50 per cent to German 
farmers and 50 per cent to the fertilizer trade. It is 
said that the German Government was influenced to 
permit imports of Chilean saltpeter by the fact that the 
restrictions on its import previously existing were 
leading to demands in Chile that imports of German 
goods into that country be similarly restricted.

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BETTER BRITISH DEMAND FOR CHEMICALS 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETs) 


Manchester, England, Nov. 11—During October 
there was, according to S. W. Royse & Co., Ltd, a 
distinct improvement in the demand for chemicals for 
the home trade, and prices on the whole are firmer. 
Only a moderate trade has been passing in sulfate of 
copper but price has ruled steady. As usual at this time 
of the year, exports are very small but for the nine 
months to end of September the returns show 37,802 
tons shipped, which is satisfactory when compared 
with 28,005 tons and 19.802 tons, respectively, for the 
corresponding periods of 1921 and 1920. 

Acetates of lime are still in short supply, but acetic 
acid is easier through some recent heavy shipments. 
Acetate of soda has been rather quiet but price is un- 
changed. Acetates of lead and nitrate of lead have been 
in good request and are firmer in sympathy with the 
strong position of the metal. Carbonate of potash has 
been in increased demand and values are firm. There 
is little doing in Montreal potashes. Caustic potash is 
only moderately called for. Yellow prussiates of potash 
and soda continue to meet with a good enquiry for 
both this and next year’s delivery and prices remain 
very firm, available quantities being limited. 

White powdered arsenic has been in active request 
and prices are again higher. Tartaric acid and cream 
of tartar have been moving better on export account, 
but home-made requirements have not been up to ex- 
pectations. Stocks of citric acid have been pressed for 
sale and concessions offered to realize. Nitrate of soda 
has been selling at better prices, but little is doing in 
chlorates. Oxalic acid remains dull. Borax and boracic 
acid have been selling well, but prices are unchanged. 
There is still keen competition from the Continent for 
business in alum and sulfate of alumina with a further 
weakening in values. The export demand for muriate 
of ammonia continues brisk but little is doing in sal- 
ammonia. The home demand for bleaching powder 
and caustic soda has improved and the export enquiry 
also is better. 

There is very little change to report in tar prod- 
ucts. Creosote continues firm without much business 
passing. Crude carbolic acid is steady, production be- 
ing small and supplies of cresylic are not large. There 
is a slight improvement in the demand for naphthalines 
but no change in price. Pitch has again advanced and 
the market is very firm. The demand from the Con- 
tinent continues, although consumers are disinclined 
to meet present values. There is very little change in 
the position of South Wales. The sulfate of ammonia 
market remains firm, with a fairly good enquiry for 
export. 

American pearl starch has been in steady request 
with little alteration in values, although the forward 
position is firmer. With the arrival of new season’s 
Dutch farina lower prices have been accepted, but 
holders of Japanese are less disposed to realize stocks. 
Dextrine has remained steady but the amount of ac- 
tual business is not large. 





The latest estimated amount of sugar of different 
grades to be produced by the Java Sugar Producers’ 
Association during the present campaign is still in 
excess of earlier estimates, says Consul Buhrman, 
Soerabaya, in a report to the Department of Com- 
merce, this increase being 23,158 long tons over the 
figures given heretofore. The total estimate for the 
production of the non-syndicate mills remains at 182,- 
100 long tons, making the total production of all Java 
sugar mills 1,752,018 long tons.

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TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA GAINS 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—Exports from the 
United States to South America show remarkable 
gains in the new fiscal year which began with the month 
of July. This is the more remarkable because of the 
fact that the fiscal year ending with June had shown 
a reduction of more than 60 per cent in exports to 
that continent. Every month since the opening of the 
new fiscal year, has shown big increases in the value 
of exports to South America despite the fact that 
most of the merchandise leaving the country is going 
at lower prices than a year ago. The value of the 
exports sent from the United States to South America 
in the three: months of July, August and September, 
1922, totals 36 per cent more than in that same period 
of last year, while the total value of the exports to 
‘North America in the same period showed a decline 
of 11 per cent; to Europe a reduction of 19 per cent; 
and to Asia and Oceania no change when compared 
with the same months of last year. 





Although predictions have been made of an impend- 
ing shortage of ferro-manganese, when buying for the 
first quarter of 1923 commenced, no changes in demand 
or quotations of ferro-manganese, ferro-silicon, and 
spiegel-eisen have been reported in the Philadelphia 
market. The impending shortage is said to be due to 
the fact that stocks of ferro-manganese abroad are prac- 
tically exhausted, and that makers are shipping casts 
as fast as they are made. The increased steel produc- 
tion is expected to absorb the production in the United 
States, and it is predicted that prices which are now 
quoted at $67.50 per gross ton on cars Philadelphia, 
duty unpaid, may jump as high as $100 or $150 a ton. 


Portland cement production in 1921 was a little less 
than 99 per cent of 1920, the record year, accord- 
ing to final figures compiled by the United States 
Geological Survey from reports from all producers. 
Exports of hydraulic cement from the United States in 
1921 were 1,181,014 barrels valued at $3.62 a barrel 
as compared with 2,985,807 barrels at $3.36 a barrel in 
1920. The exports were principally to the West 
Indies, South America, Mexico, and Central America. 
Imports during 1921 amounted to 122,322 barrels at 
$3.18 a barrel compared with 524,604 barrels in 1920 
at $2.39 a barrel. 


E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., Wilmington, Del., 
has discontinued operations at its works at Wayne, 
Del., and is planning to permanently close the plant. 
The equipment, used in the manufacture of naval pow- 
der, will be removed to the company’s works at Beel- 
ing, Pa. now devoted to this line of production. 


Census reports show a considerable decrease in the 
activities of establishments engaged in the manufacture 
of aluminum products during the year 1921 as com- 
pared with 1919, The total value of the products re- 
ported for 1921 amounted to $45,822,000 and for 1919 
$75,278,000, a decrease of 39.1 per cent. 


The West End Chemical Co., Oakland, Cal., pro- 
ducer of borax products, has work under way on ex- 
tensions to the refining plant at Chauncey, N. Y. Con- 
struction of new refineries has been begun at Chicago, 
Ill., and Monongahela, Pa.

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TRADE BOARD CITES CORN PRODUCTS CO. 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

‘Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—The Federal Trade 
Commission has issued a formal complaint against the 
Corn Products Refining Co., declaring that the com- 
pany makes the market price for products of the in- 
dustry, and through the medium of guarantees against 
price declines in table syrups has eliminated the com- 
petition of smaller companies. 

In an extended statement, the Federal Trade Board 
explains that through the operation of the price guar- 
antee system the Corn Products Refining Co. has been 
able to force other competitors to lose their customers 
through lack of comparable resources. The defend- 
ant is given thirty days within which to make answer 
to the charges. The commission stated that it had 
made a preliminary inquiry upon the subject of de- 
cline in price at the instance of members of the corn 
products industry, who believed this to be unfair com- 
petition. 

Table syrups, such as Karo and other brands in 
common use, figure in the pending cases. Syrups of 
this kind are made by blending glucose with, other 
products. 

By reason of a dominant position in the industry, 
arising from financial strength and plant capacity, the 
Corn Products Refining Co. is alleged to make the 
market on glucose and table syrups and that its com- 
petitors, of necessity, must follow its prices. The 
Corn Products Refining Company, the complaint re- 
cites, has a capital stock of $80,000,000 and grinds 
22,500,000 bushels of maize per annum, which is over 
one-half of the combined capacity of all glucose manu- 
facturers in the United States. Its total maize grind- 
ing capacity is 45,000,000 bushels per annum. 





AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTS ELECT OFFICERS 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—Dr. A. J. Patten of 
Lansing, Mich., was elected president of the Asso- 
ciation of Official Agricultural Chemists at the closing 
session of its convention last week. Other officers 
elected were R. E. Doolittle, of Chicago, vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. W. W. Skinner, Washington, secretary- 
treasurer; Dr. H. D. Haskins, of Amherst, Mass., and 
Dr. P. B. Dunbar, Washington, members of the exe- 
cutive committee. 

The work of the association in helping farmers 
throughout the country was stressed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace in an address. He discussed the 
establishment of “commodity councils” in various sec- 
tions of the country to aid farmers and told how farm- 
ers are being aided in the production of crops by ad- 
vance information being sent out by the Department 
of Agriculture.
